ALEXANDRIA, July 12, 74.M.—The bom- 
bardment has commenced. : 

LONDON, July 11.—The Standard’s corre- 
spondent on the Invincible telegraphs the fol- 
lowing: 

“ALEXANDRIA, July 11, 9:10 4.M.—The at- 
tack on the forts has now been kept up two 
hours. Smoke hangs over the town along 
the line of the shore bafteries and among the 
ships, and it is difficult to see what damage 
has been done. It is eertain, however, that 
the enemy has suffered very heavily. Fort 
Marsa el Kanat has been blown up by fire 
from the other batteries. The forts are 
slackening their fire. The top of the tower 
of Fort Pharos has been carried away and 
many guns have been dismounted on that 
and other forts. 

THE FLAG OF THE GENEVA RED CROSS 
is flying over the hospital in the city. The 
Dutch and Greek flags are hoisted over their 
respective consulates. At the ‘beginning of 
the bombardment immense excitement was 
visible. Crowds of people were seen wend- 
ing inefr way toward the palace. The streets 
are now deserted, people having fled or taken 
refuge in cellars. There are no signs of 
surrender so far.”’

The map shows the delta of the River Nile and all the principal towns of Lower Egypt, and Lakes 
Mariout, Boorlos, and Menzaleh, which are hardly more than salt water marshes. Cairo is distant about 150 miles by rail from Alexandria, 
and is a city of little commercial importance. Itis, however, a delightful place of resort. The line of the Suez Canal is plainly shown. 
Vessels from the Mediterranean enter at Port Said and emerge at Suez into the Gulf of Suez, thence into the Red Sea, the Arabian Gulf, 
and the Indian Ocean. There are no fortifications worthy of the name at Port Said. The canal is about 100 milles long, seventy-two feet

Preparing for the Battle. 

ALEXANDRIA, July11,5 P. M.—The signal 
has been hoisted for the fleet to clear for action: 
Inside the harovor. beginning from Fort 
Pharos, arr Le, Temeraire, Alexan- 
dra, Superb, Sultan and Inflexible. 
Here on board the Inflexible all is ready for 
action. Numerous wind sails, for ventilation 
between the decks during the action, form a 
strange look as they tower far above the som- 


ber turrets. We shall see the hottest fight. 
A large contingent force will disembark from 
the flag-ships if required to complete 
the dismantlement of the forts. Major Tul- 
loch, the military attache, will accompany the 
shore brigade. He has in frequent ſrecon- 
noissances obtained complete information as 
to the forts. In each Gatling and Nerdenfeldt 
guns will cover their movements. 
Lying behind the ironclads are 
the Bittern, Decoy, Cygnet and Condor, 
gunboats, all outside of the range of fire of 
the batteries. Behind these again is a 
great fleet of steamers lying there to 


await the result. The Austrian 
and German war steamers appear to be at 


last getting ready to move outside. At 11 
o’clock the Invincible, Monarch and Pen- 
elope moved out and anchored outside the 


harbor. 


THE SCENE NOW 
was impressive in a high degree. Slowly all 
the foreign steamers moved from their 
berths and steamed out ot the 
darbor. The merchant steamers pre- 
sented no order, but the war 
ships of the various nations steamed out in 
squadrons, saluting as they passed the Ad- 
mirai’s flag. The bands playedjthe national 
airs. Scarce a breath of wind was 
blowing. Various ensigns drooped 
against the masts. The bright eastern 
sky overhead, the deep blue sea, the 
white-clothed crews clustering on the 
rigging and the knowledge of the change 
which would soon take place rendered the 
stately procession of the war ships extremely 
impressive. The merchant steamers were 
all crowded with refugees. By half-past 
twelve 
THE AMERICAN SQUADRON OF THREE SHIPS, 
two Russian vessels, one Austrian and one 
German, alone remained. At Ijo’clock a steam 
launch towing a large boat full of Egyptian 
officials was seen approaching the flag 
ship. It contained Raghib Pacha, 
and other members of the past and present 
Ministry. They were received by the Admiral 
and Hon. Mr. Lamban, flag lieutenant, and a 
guard of marines, the band playing and a 
general salute being fired. It at once 
appeared they had not received the Admiral’ 
letter and had come to inquire 
the reason for hostile preparations. The in-

The last two Englishmen on board 
were Cornish, manager of tbe Water-works, 
and the Secretary of the Port. On the In- 
Vincible everything is ready for action. The 
water-tight compartments are closed, the top 
mast is struck, sand-bags are piled in 
the upper battery deck to protect the men 
working the gatling guns, and riflemen are 
posted close. We shall probably en- 
gage the forts at close quar- 
ters, and our medium and small 
arms men willbe able todo much to keep 
down the fire of the enemy’s guns. They are 
doubtless taking our range at present, but 
will de deceived if they think we shall fight 
from our present moorings. 


THE INVINCIBLE 


is anchored opposite the Mex fort, in the 
outer harbor, and the Monarch close by. In 
the fort and on the adjoining works 
are seven heavy rifle guns bearing 
on the fleet. All is ready for 
action: The guns are trained on the forts in 
readiness for instant work should the latter 
take the initiative. The best spirit prevaiis 
among the officers and men, 
quite 4 self-reliant alr prevails. 
All movements are conducted quietly and 
without fues. The Khedive declined the 
invitation of the British Consul-General to 
embark on the English ships, saying he could 
not afford to give his enemies the opportunity 
ofsaying he deserted his post at the ap- 
proaca of a foreign foe.

OPENED FIRE.

THE KHEDIVE’S YACHT. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 11.—Shortly after noon 
to-day all the exposed guns on the forts were 
dismounted and only those in sheltered posi- 
tions were able to return the British fire. 
Fort Marsa el Kanat, which was blown up. 
was only completed a week ago on Sunday 
last. The Moncrieffe Battery and Pharos 
fort have been silenced by the guns of the 
Temeraire and Inflexible. 

It is reported that the Khedive’s yacht has 
been sunk in the harbor. 

TO BEGIN AGAIN TO-MORROW. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 11.—Admiral Seymour 
recommences the attack on Fort Guesarrie 
and the harbor forts in the morning.

The City of Alexandria. 

The population of Alexandria has increased 
from 6,000 a century ago to 300,000 at the 
present day. The modern city is builton the 
isthmus connecting the mainland with the 
island of Pharos and on the island itself. The 
new streets, like the Rue Ras el Teen and the 
Bue de Meidan. present the aspect of a Euro- 
pean city, but inthe Turkish quarter the 
streets are narrow and dirty. The new em- 
bankment along the eastern harbor, and the 
new buildings on the great equare of Me- 
hemet Ali, have added greatly to the attrac- 
tiveness of the city. The palace ofthe Pasha 
and the lofty harem first strike the strang- 
er’s attention on entering the city. Among 
the other large buildings are the Custom- 
house, the arsenal, the medical, naval and 
other schools. The Place Me- 
hemet Ali, or grand square of 
the Consuls, where the greater part 


of the massacre in the recent riots took place, 
is the center of European Alexandria. The 
older houses recall somewhat those of Italian 
seaports. On this square are the principal 
hotels, bankers, steamship offices, and the 
dwellings of most of the Consuls. At each 
extremity of thesquareis a fountain, which 
at sunrise and sunset is surrounded by Arabs 
performing their ablutions. The Pasha’s 
palace is finely situated facing the sea, and is 
surrounded by beautiful gardens. The grand 
staircase is of Carrara marble. The buildings 
of the harem stand opposite the palace. 


The English Fleet. 

At the moment England opened fire on 
Alexandria, Admiral Seyt.our could bring to 
bear on the bombardment more than thirty 
armored vessels, which were at that time 
anchored in the harbor. Among the prin- 
cipal men-of-war participating are the fol- 
lowing:

The guns on the inflexible are all 16-inch 
ö feet 8 inches in length, weighing 
over 160,000 pounds each and having a veloci- 
ty of over 1,520 feet per secona. 

The smallest guns on the fleet. have been 
proven by actual trial capable of driving a 
bolt through seven Inches of iron at 500 
vards. Atthe opening of the bombardment 
England had at her disposal 224 heavy 
guns, 106 of them weighing 6% tons 
65 weighing 12 tons, 39 weighing 18 tons, 10 
weighing 25 tons and 4 weighing 80 tons. 
Thirty 12-ton guns could in ten minutes pour 
into Alexandria fifty tons of shot and shell. 
In addition to these the ironclad Achilles, the 
torpedo depot ships Hecla and others have 
sailed from Malta for Alexandria. 
The latest official information is that in addi- 
tion to the fleet given above England jwill 
send twenty vessels, containing 147 guns and 
8,280 men, to the bombardment.

LONDON, July 11.—In the Lords this after · 
noon Granville said the bombardment at 
Alexandria does not constitute a declaration 
of war against the allied Powers, as the Gov- 
ernment is not in alliance with the military 
despotism now the de facto ruler of Egypt.

Byron’s sister, whose daughters were left in 
unfortunate circumstances.

They 
will in any case form an important addition 
to the — history of the poet. Some 
unpublished poems by Byronare also an- 
nounced to appear shortly. I believe there 
are many unpublished poems bythe author 
of “Don Juan” in the possession of Mr. Mur- 
ray, the publisher, which have been with- 
held because of the license taken in them.

ILLINOIS CORN CROP. 


Two-Thirds of an Average d. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

‘SPRINGFIELD, III., July 11.—The State 
Board of Agriculture to-day promulgated its 
reports on the condition of corn in the State, 
as collected up to July 1. The summary made 
by the Secretary’s office is the most discourag- 
ing in the history of the State. It says: “The 
amount of rainfall since the beginning of the 
planting season is without a precedent, and 
the prospect for two-thirds of an average 
yield per acre is, under the circum. 
stances, not at all hopeful. The con- 
dition of the crop in each division 
of the State is worse than one month 
ago, and in Central jlllinois worse than in 
either the Northern or the southern 
division. The reports state that the con- 
tinued rainfall has so beaten and packed the 
ground that its cultivation is very difficult, 
and many fields are reported abandoned on 
account of weeds and floods. 

The statistical situation is as follows: In 
the Northern division there were 3,177,529 
acres in corn last year, and the acreage this 
year is about ninety-six per cent of that fiz- 
ure, With a promise of sixty-four per cent of 
an average yield per acre. 
Not one county in the division will come up 
to an average yield. McHenry, reckoned at 
ninety-four per cent, is the highest. From 
that point they decline to twenty-five per cent 
in Grundy county, which is the lowest. 

In the central division there were 3,023,000 
acres in corn last year, and this year the plant- 
ing is eighty-eight per cent of that, with a 
—— of sixty per cent of an average vield. 

o county in this division will give an aver- 
age yield, Montgomery, the highest, going 
only to eighty-four per cent. From that point 
they decline to thirty-eight per cent in 
Christian county, which is the lowest. 

The Southern part of thé State makes the 
best showing in average prospect, but has 
never been so largely devoted to corn-grow- 
ing as the other sections of the State. 
Last fyear it had 963,141 acres in corn 
and the planting this yoar 1 ninety- 
nine per cent of that amount, with a 
prospect of eighty-one per cent yield per 
acre. In this division the counties of Alex- 
ander, Clay, Perry and Pulaski come up to, 
or exceed, a average prospect, and the 
others decline from that point, none, how- 
ever, showing a lower promise than seventy- 
three per cent. 4

ing may not be even so good as that given 
above, for the reason that the cultivation of

Second Annual Convention of the National 
Association To-Morrow. 


The second annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Commercial Travelers 
will meet to-morrow morning at 11 o’clook, at 
Pope’s Theater.

The Fighting Qualitles of the Dead 
Russian General. 
From the New York Times. 


Of him, as of ourown Gen. Thomas, it 
might truly be said that he carried victory 
with him wherever he went, More and more, 
as the death grapple went ov, did the young 
hero of Khiva and Khokand prove himself 
the one man who could always be relied up- 
on, while countless others were being tried 
and found wanting. Grave old gentlemen in 
spectacies, deep in military treatises and old - 
fashioned tactics, snook their empty heads 
solemnly at this dashing young cavalier who 
swam the Danube on a white horse, led 
charges in a uniform that made him the 


mark of every bullet, and held 
® captured redoubt before Plevna 
in defiance of all rules, until 


two-thirds of his men lay dead around him. 
Butin acting thus Skobeleff was moved by no 
theatrical love of display such as that which 
characterized Murat, but by a profound 
knowledge of the men whom he commanded. 
Only by this defiant meeting of the danger 
Lalf-way could the stolid Russian grenadier, 
roverbially prone to copy the bearing and 
havior of his leader,be stirred to the requi- 
site pitch of enthusiasm and active daring. 
In every regiment,“ said Sko- 
deleff to a Western visitor dur- 
ing this campaign, there are a few dash- 
ing men always ready to rush forward, a few 
faint hearts aiways ready to hang pack, anda 
large majority who are neither the one nor the 
other. The duty of a General of a Division is 
to keep within easy reach of his first line, re- 
gardless of personal risk, till the men of aver- 
age courage begin to seem as if they had had 
enough, and to pring up his reserve at that 
moment, In which case he will probably win 
the day.“ The victories of Lovtcha, Green 
Hills, and Shenovo, the surrender of an entire 
Tui kish army, the unreserved applause of both 
friends and foes have borne sufficient tes- 
timony to the justice of this reasoning. But 
the true secret of Skobeleff’s success lies in 
one sentence: He understood hismen. The 
foremost in the fight, the last in the retreat, 
now scrambling from under his dead horse 
with a cheery laugh, now sitting for hours 
amid the rain aud mud of the trenches, he 
was the idol of the rough grenadiers, whose 
hardships he partook, and whose black 
bread and vodka be shared under the lee of 
a 3 No man's life has more 
nobly given the lie to a bitter old proverb 
whieh is heard far too often in the Russian 

ranks: 

~ **Russki soldat molodetz, 
Russki ophitzer podletz.“ 

— (The Russian soldier is a fing fellow, the 
Ruasian officer a rascal.) 

Of Skobeleff’s last years little need be said. 
His mishap in the Turcoman country two 
years ago, gallantly repaired as it was, may 
be considered à credit rather than a disgrace 
tohim. Eventhe strange and somewhat of- 
fensive speech by which he lately aroused the 
wondering indignation of all Europe may be 
pardoned, now thatthe curtain of the grave 
may be closed over the speaker, and that the 
tongue which uttered it can never again utter 
either battle-cry or diplomatic menace. In 
any case the attack of heart disease which has 
just proved fatal to Kussia’s youngest general 
leaves a gap in her muster roll which she will 
not easily fill. Bat such a death is not to be 
regretted after such a life. Though the youn 
warrior’s martial spirit might have preferre 
to end nis life on those battle fields where he 
had so often and so gloriously imperiled it,he 
could not but be conscious that his brief 39 
years ofexistence have accomplished much 
that the world“ will not willing'y let die.“ 

It is difficult to end any account of Skobeleff 
without some comparison of him with the 
ony other thoroughly original native soldier 
whom Russia has yet produced. At first 
rivbt, indeed, such a man as Alexander 
Vaeillevitch Suvoroff, the typical soldier of 
Catherine II.“s reign, might seem tobe the 
very antithesis of the great leader who has 
just fallen. Externally, it must be owned, 
no two men could well contrast more strongly 
than the sloventy old Marshal, who rarely 
washed and never shaved, changed his shirt 


once a month, and habitually slept 
upon straw, and the tail, slender, 
bright-eyed young General, faultlessly 


dressed, redolent of scented soap, and curl- 
log his trim mustache with a hand whicha 
lady might envy. Suvoroff had a tongue as 
rough as his hair, and a style of speech as 
foul as his linen; Skobeleff was always stu- 
diously polite. Suvoroff could hardly write 
his own name or read it when written; Sko- 
beleff criticised Dickens and Kingsley and 
condemned Beaconsfield in English as racy 
and brilliant as their own. Suvoroff, not- 
withstanding one or two brilliant flashes of 
etrategy, owed his success rather to his un- 
flinching tenacity than to any actual military 
genius; Skobeleff’s strategic skill is beyond 
dispute. But both men had in perfec- 
tion that sturdy honesty, that perfect 
comprehension of the material which they 
handled, that power of fighting their way up- 
ward against obstacles of every kind, that 
magnetic influence over all who come within 
the sphere of their attraction, which are to 
any public man the most precious gifts upon 
earth. To Skobeleff, as to his great predeces- 
sor, personal fame and profit on one side, 
personal risk and danger on the other, were 
as nothing compared with the one great ques- 
tion of doing, and doing as thoroughly as pos- 
sible, the work in hand; and upon his grave 
micht fitly be inscribed the epitaph placed 
over one of the noblest of England’s Indian 
— 2 Here lies one who tried to do hie

is of the class to be found in eur regular 
stock; the balance of the stock cailed for by 
the State are well-kuown proprietary brands, 
which are staple in all stationery houses.

bidder declared. ‘This looks fair, but what 
are the facts? These advertisements do not 
set forth, even approximately, the quantities 
that the State will actuaily purchase under 
such contract. Some items are bought to the 
amount of thousands of dollars in excess of 
the original quantities named, and others are 
not bought atall. For the proof of this we 
challenge comparison of the schedule set 
forth in the advertisements for the past three 
or five years with the actual items purchased 
under them. Mr. Daly states that, know- 
ing precisely what will be called for,” he is 
thereby enabled to make prices. This is 
frank, at least, and explains how he 
has been enabled to enjoy uninterruptedly 
the emoluments of State contracts for eleven 
years; but its injustice to all outsiders who 
do not, and cannot get this peculiar informa- 
tion until after the annual letting,is apparent. 
Is it satisfactory to the public? That they 
may more clearly understand how it works in 
practice we make the following plain business 
proposition: We will pay the State one 
hundred and fifty per cent advance on all the 
stock they will purchase from Mr. Daly 
under his bid for items 2, 4, 6, 7,10 and 15 of 
the sehedule, cash on delivery, and we will 
sell the State all the other items called for in 
the advertisement twenty-five per cent less 
than his bid, giving such a bond as cannot be 
questioned for faithful performance, or we 
will take from Mr. Daly the six items enum- 
erated on same terms, thus saving him freight 
to Jefferson City.

Progress in Railroad Building. 
From the New York Herald. 


Last year was a most remarkabie one in 
extent of railroad construction. According 
to Poor’s Manual, the number of miles built 
exceeded nine thousand and three hundred, 
which is the greatest mileage yet reached in 
any year in the history of raiiroad building 
in this country. The maximum attained in 
any previous year Wasin 1871, when seven 
thousand and three hundred miles were con- 
structed, or two thousand less than were 
builtin 1881. During the year 1881 the num- 
ber of miles of railroad in operation in the 
country was increased by something over 
eleven thousand, bringing the total at the 
end of that year upto about a hundred and 
five thousand. The marvelous extension of 
railways in the United States in recent years 
is shown by the fact that the aggregate miie- 
sge has been doubied since 1870. The rapid 
progress of last yearis still kept up. During 
the first six months of this vear about 
thirty-seven hundred miles have 
been opened, and the total new miieage 
of 1882 promises to fall little short of 
if does not equal that of 1881. At this rate 
of increase we shall have in 1890 more than 


two hundred thousand miles of rail- 
way in operation. This is an gun- 
mistakable indication of the great 


growth of this country, and particularly of 
the great West, whose rapid settlement ana 
extensive agricultural development kept pace 
with the extension of raiiroad facilities.

Ir is officially announced that the United 
States Government is ready to pay over to the 
agent of the State of Missouri the snug sum 
of $250,000, by way of reimbursement for cer- 
tain militia war claims paid out by the State 
in 1867. This money will all go into the 
Treasury, not à cent of it being due to indi- 
viduals. As Missouri is now. in good, easy 
financial coudition, it is tobe hoped that 
some of this money will be used in perfecting 
the militia organization of the State. We 
have herein St. Louisa number of militia 
organizations, which are largely kept up at 
the expense of the members; themselves. 
The good citizens have recently subscribed 
to a fund for the erection of a mag- 
nificent armory building, but there is no fund 
for the maintenance of the institution. It 
Will cost about $6,000 a year to light, heat and 
care for the building. It is as little asthe 
State could do to house and shelter these 
military organizations. Certainly it ought to 
be willing to pay the rent and the running 
expenses of housekeeping. The same favor 
should be extended to the militia of Kansas 
City, St. Joseph and the other towns of the 
State where a military nucleus is maintained. 
In selecting candidates for the Legislature in 
St. Louis this fall care should be taken to see 
that the solicitors of suffrage are sound on 
this question. The State cannot plead poy- 
erty, and there is no reason why it should 
act niggardly inthe treatment of its citizen 
soldiery.

THE war excitement has not yet raised 
rates of insurance via the Suez Canal, and 
some of the London underwriters are offer- 
ing to insure ships and cargoes for a year to 
come atthe old peace rates. This looks like 
a bit of “bluffing.’? There can be no doubt 
astothe ability of the British army and 
navy to whip any force ARABI can send to 
imperil the passage of merchant vessels 
through the canal. But the real danger to 
the navigation of itis from his ability to cut 
off the supply of fresh water, and thus prac- 
tically destroy the use of the canal. The 
latter runs from sea to sea through a sandy 
waste, the nearest fresh water being 100 
miles away on the west side, and probably 
500 miles distant on the east. The indispen- 
sable supply of fresh water for the sta- 


tions on the Suez Canal is derived 
from 7 fresh water canal which 
taps the Nile at Boulak, near Cairo, 


and ARABI in control of Cairo can shut 
off the fresh water supply so that the canal 
can neither be guarded nor navigated. When 
questioned on this subject in Parilament re- 
cently, the British Ministers refused to dis- 
close publicly their pian of meeting the fresh 
water difficulty, but claimed that they had 
one in which they reposed entire confidence. 
Perhaps the means of keeping the Suez Canal 
route open with only temporary interruptions 
will be found. Otherwise a vast commerce 
between Europe and the Orient will be di- 
verted for a time to the American railroad 
route, which offers very decided advantages 
over any route except by way of the Suez 
Canal. 


THERE was a little occurrence in Chicago 
yesterday morning that ought to be a warn- 
ing to fast men and libertines generally. Mr. 
CHARLES STILES, the “‘caller” of the Beard 
of Trade, was called on at the Palmer House 
by his mistress, while yet in bed, sud after 
some angry words was shot to death by the 
miserable creature. STILES was a bright 
young fellow of good family, but he wasa 
reckless gambler by instinct, and his life was 
one of debauchery, disgrace and degradation, 
though he moved among the best business 
men of the town and enjoyed a good position 


and income. The woman in the case was an 


Italian whom he bad picked up in the East 
some yeare ago, living with her as husband 
and eccasionally drawing upon her sinful 
funds after the manner of the members of 
Parisian society of souteneurs. STILES was 
a passionate, ill-conditionea fellow, who 
petted the poor cyprien ome day and 
grumbled and beat her the next. Their life, 
according to the woman’s story, was varied 
by fights, jealous bickerings, love-makings 
and crime. After being subjected to pecu- 
liar indignities, the half-witted woman went 
to the hotel and deliberately killed the man 
she loved, and, with true inconsistency of 
her sex, was sitting in a police station, at 
last accounts, crying because her darling had 
perished without giving her a farewell kiss. 
It is the oid story of the ili-Dalanced young 
man exhausting himself in the pursuit of 
unnatural pleasure—careless of the future, 
regardless of responsibilities and reckiess as 
tothe rights and interests of society. He 
had, it is presumed, as the boys call it, “a 
good time, and died, as the fool dies, at 
the hands of a Nemesis which be himself 
brought into being.

THE war which begau this morning with 
the bombardment of Alexandria is but an- 
other skirmish in that incessant war of con- 
quest which England wages to extend her 
commercial empire and the domina 
tion of her money power over the 
weaker nationalities and the semi- 
civilized races of the world. It is not a 
war to enforce the payment of Egypt's debt. 
That is only a pretext for a foreigu interven- 
tion which looks to the ultimate partition of 
Northern Africa among the nations of South- 
ern Europe. Although the alleged debt of 
Egypt represents oaly thevast sums squan- 
dered by Khedives under the influence of 
foreign sbarpers, exploiters and vampires, 
ARABI and the National party have not re- 
pudiated it. They promise that every cent 
shall be paid, and their defeat of the budget 
was but opposition to the expensive policy of 
the foreign Board of Control which had 
been imposed upon the fiscal department 
of the Egyptian Government by England and 
France. The receiver in bankruptcy is in 
this case plundering the estate under pre- 
tense of discharging {ts liabilities. The enor- 
mous salaries of the Board of Control and of 
ite 1,200 clerks, all foreigners in Egypt, the 
vast sums set apart out of the revenues to 
keep the Khedive and his 600 mistresses in a 
perpetual round of luxurious indulgence, and 
the money absorbed by swarms of foreign 
adventurers, whose mission in Egypt is to 
minister to the corruptions of her pudlie ser- 
vice and promote all sorts of jobs to feather 
their own nests, left nothing for Egypt out of 
her own revenues after her peasants had been 
stripped of everything to meet these extraor- 
dinary expenses and the interest on her 
bonds. ARABIand his party demanded re- 
form, the excision of these profligate ap- 
propriations from the budget, so that Egypt 
might be permitted to pay her debts bya 
process more suited to her financial condition 
and industrial capacity. England and France 
rejected this reasonable demand and insisted 
on making the collections by their own agents 
and in their own way, and the bombardment 
begun this morning is only the assertion by 
the cannon’s mouth of their purpose to ad- 
minister Egypt’s bankrupt estate upon an 
expensive, predatory and ruinous system. 
It is simply the process of declaring her in- 
solvent and partitioning her lands among 
the highest bidding nationalities after a meet- 
ing of creditors. This is why the Egyptian, 
are so united in their support of ARABI, and 
lt also explains why the Powers on the Eu- 
ropean coast of the Mediterranean are watch- 
ing the proceedings with their hands on their 
swords. 


FROM all parts of the State we receive in- 
dorsements of the Globe.Democrat’s position 
against ‘‘fusion’’ with the Greenbackers, and 
in favor of a State Convention, a straight 
ticket and a new State Central Committee.

To Found and Support a Hospital and 
Non-Sectarian Institution. 


Among the arrivais at the Union Depot to- 
day on the Chicago and Alton Line was Miss 
Sadie Eton from Chicago, a young lady with 
a big undertaking. A reporter to whom the 
young lady was designated was soon engaged 
in conversation with her in theladies’ waiting- 
room. She fis twenty-four years of age, 
well educated and worldly wise. Her mission 
is} best outlined by herself. I don’t know 
many in St. Louis, and my acquaintance is al- 
most entirely confined to members of the 
‘‘sisterhood of sin, as you would call it, 
whom I met in other places in former years. 
I have some little money of my Qwn, and I am 
looking about for an opportunity to execate 
my pet plan, which I have 
fondly cherished for years. It is this: 


I propose to set actively to work to establish 
a home for disreputable women who are un- 
able to make their own living, or those who 
are anxious to change their path in life. I 
propose to visit St. Louie, Cincinnati, Brook- 
lyn, Indianapolis, Detroit aud maybe one of 
the Southern cities, and ufter looking about J 
can determine wiat wii be the 
prospects of my proposed pian. I want 
you to understand, however, that I am nota 
) rofessioual reformer: that I do not travel free 
or Oa commutation rates or iu any way intro- 
duce my plans to those whom it does not con- 
cern. 1 am not posing for public opinion and 
do hot intend to make my temporary residence 
in St. Louis known, but will quietly gather 
what information I want and dothe same in 
every other town that 1 visit until 1 can 
determine where I had better make the effort 
of my lite. 

Vo you think you could make such an in- 
stitution a success?“ 

‘‘Ilcertainily do. Take St. Louis, for in- 
stance: There are 289 houses of a disreputabie 
character in this city, or there were on Janu- 
ary 1, when I was here, according tothe police. 
Ofithis number, 150 are perfectly well able to 
contribute. These 150 regular houses will av- 
erage two girls each. Of tne number of 
disreputable women who would come 
under the rules ot the society, not 
over twenty are admitted tothe Female Hos- 
pitaleach month. It is not necessary to go in- 
to the details of the pian I propose, but a 
caretul arrangement of matters would greatly 
assist in making the institution a success. For 
fastance, while all would be treated well, 
those who wou!d ve able ana willing tocontrib- 
ute toj the general fund might enjoy certain 
luxuries,’’ 

‘*You must understand that St. Louis is now 
in the midst of a moral revolution.“ 

es, I passed through thecity a few months 
agoj and then learned that the police were 
making an effort to centralizes the disreputable 
houses about the city. since then I see you 
have stopped gambling and lottery. Now, 
there is no doubt in my mind but that 
one evil heips another al! the 
world over. Sporting ot every desc ption in- 
creases the number of disreputable women, 
but this evil is unlike ali others. I am not 
well enough acquainted with your local 
laws and do not urge the enactinent 
of provisions favorable to any evil, and my 
objecvis to gather together, to mutually support 
the poor wretches, shut out from tender Kith 
and kin, debarred i biessiugs of their kind,“ 
and nurse them when they uced it.

As I undersiand it, the 
principal, and in fact the only retor:matory in- 
stitution for womenin this city, isthe house 
ofthe Good Shepherd, at Seventeenth and 
Pine streets. Ihave had no personal experi- 
ence, but have heard much heretofore frora 
orten who have had.

Leaving tue soft paths of pleasure to 
walk in the rugged ways of rectitude is a 
struggle for a weak woman which snould not 
be made still harder by throwing about her 
the hardships of strict religious discipline im 
mediately. I have been in correspcandence 
with two or three ot the proprietresses of 
houses in this city, and am in some degree 
posted; but during my present visit Iwill dom 
plete gathering whet information I can.’’

It wason an occasion like this that he 
was enjoyingthe balmy air and sunshine one 
afternoon when a strange cur came down the 
street and, stopping in front of Rosenthal’s 
house, began sniffing at some baskets of meat 
that had been left standing on the sidewalk. 
Little Ernest, fearful that the dog might 
carry off some of the meat, tried to drive him 
away, and, crawling to the gate, he rose to 
his feet and kicxed at it. The brute was an 
ugiy one, and, instead of running away, 
turned on him, flew at him and bit him on 
the left side of the face. His screams at- 
tracted the attention of the child’s mother, 
aod, learning the factsin the matter, she car- 
ried him to a neighboring physician and had 
the wound cauterized. There seemed to be 
nothing to apprehend from 80 insignificant a 
wound and the matter soon dropped out of 
sight.

INSURANCE LAWS. 


What the State Department Intends Doing 
—lts Programme. 


As the question of benevolent insurance is 
oné in which nearly every one is interested, 
and asthe Insurance Department has been 
making efforts to regulate companies which 
profess to be of a benevolent or charitable na- 
ture, a Post-DISPATCH reporter called at 
headquarter this morning to see what the 
officials would sayin regard to the decision 


rendered in Judge Oady's court, 
in the case against T. J.C. Fagg, ya ae ag 
the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Mutual Ai 
Associstion, which was to a certain extent a 
test case andin which the defendant was dis- 
charged. Judge E. W. Knott was in his office, 
and represents the commissioner, who is not 
in the city. He said: 
„Well, I do not consider the decision of any 
significance whatever. At least it shall 
not affect me in the least as far as my line of 
action is concerned. The question involved 
was one of p dure, ana since the court 
has decided that our course is clear. I shall 
at once commence quo warranto proceedings, 
and have ao doubt of my success. 

Will you continue your prosecutions be- 
fore Judge Cady?’’ 

We shall, of course, do our duty in the cases 
I would not 


him liable. The Supreme Court of Ohio nas 
very lately decided on cases which are parallel 
to these in dispute, and I base my Opinion on 
that fact.’’ 

Do you propose to interfere in any way 
with the various lodges which have insurance 
benefits?’’ , 

Not at all. The law was framed for their 
express benefit, and we propose to abide by 
the law. Such organizations ns, 
Knights of Honor, and others well known, are 
formed for other p oses, and have insur- 
ance only as an attractive feature. They band 
together for mutual aid and protection and are 
clearly benevolent and charitable ; but what we 
want to abolish are these wild-cat companies, 
formed to evade the law, and which offer in 
many cases inducements which they cannot 
possibly carry out. They have life directors, 
the policv-holders do not know one another 
and are assessed at the will of the officers and 
have no redress. They also have the endow- 
ment policy, which is clearly not authorized 
by the charitable clause of the law, as it only 
includes sick benefits and death losses.’’ 

Do you have many applications for per- 
mission to do business from these com- 
panies?’’ 

„„es. Since we have commenced these 
prosecutions people are cautious and ask leave 
before they act as agents. This advises 
us of agreat number of companies, and you 
would be surprised at some of the ſbeneflts. 
Some promise a fund on the marriage of a 
policy-holaer, and a further payment when a 
child is born, and so on, and yet some people 
are found, and more than you would believe, 
who are willing to go into these companies and 
be fleeced. Of course, some may be honest— 
I have no doubt thatthey are—but the temp. 
tation is strong for dishonest schemers to get 
the unwary, and we must do what we can to 
protect them.
